Aleohol And Drug Treatment Center 


The Crenshaw County Hospital 
recently opened a new Alcohol and 
Drug Treatment Center. Located in 
the renovated South Wing of the 
Hospital, the facility will accomodate 
up to twenty inpatients. 

Designed to serve the needs of 
the communities in South Central 
Alabama, the program addresses 
one of the nation’s most serious 
heasth problems. 

The Crenshaw County Hospital 
Program offers a multi-faceted 
approach to recovery from Chemical 
Dependency, employing a variety of 
therapeutic modalities including 
individual, family, group, and 
activity therapies as well as 
educational programs. 

According to John Lee, Hospital 
Administrator, ‘“‘the Hospital is 
concerned about the wide-spread 
problems of alcohol and drug 
abuse.” 

“It is shocking to consider,’ Lee 
adds, ‘that alcohol-related illnesses 
now rank as the third-leading cause 
of death in this country.” 

The treatment program consists 


of three phases: ‘‘Detoxification”’ in 
which the patients are safely weaned 
from alcohol and drugs. “*Rehabilita- 
tion’. in which the patient begins to 
understand the disease of chemical 
dependency. identifies personal 
problem areas, and initiates a 
realistic plan for continued personal 
growth. and “Continuing Care’’ in 
which the patient learns to tuilize the 
skills and resources developed 
through the therapeutic process. 
“‘We find that an atmosphere of 
warmth and openness is essential to 
the achievement of therapeutic 
goals’. says Donald Wert. Program 


Manager of the Alcohol and Drug 
Treatment Service. 

We're trying to eliminate much 
of the fear and shame that has often 
prevented people from seeking help 
for alcohol or drug-related 
problems,’= adds Mr. Wert. 
“Because the program is locally- 
based. it will provide treatment 
within reach of many people who 
need it, and allow them to seek help 
before the progressive nature of the 
disease leads to more serious 
problems.”

Herbicides For Kudzu Control 


Now Available 


Perisitence is the key to killing 
kudzu. It may take a three to four 
year eradication program, but with 
the right amount of spray or: pellets 
plus a large dose of dedication, 
kudzu can be dealt with. 


Effective liquid herbicides 
against kidzu are Tordon 101 and 
Banvel 720. Tordon 101 is by far the 
most cost effective herbicide for 
kudzu control. Complete spray 
coverage with this herbicide should 
require only spot retreatments in the 
following two years. Tordon 
herbicides should not be applied 
near streams or gullies where the 
chemical might leach into streams 
for which irrigation waters are 
drawn. Banvel 720 is less effective 
then Tordon 101 but safe to use in 
gullies, ditch banks and near 
streams. Two treatments will be 
necessary plus several spot applica- 
tions. 

Tordon 101 and Banvel 720 can 
be applied from mid-May to 
September. Sprays should be mixed 
in 80 to 100 gallons of water per acre 
or applied until kudzu leaves are 
wet. Both herbicides will kill pines 
and hardwoods. Tordon 101 is a

restricted use herbicide whereas 
Banvel 720 is not. Landowners can 
apply for permits, without charge, at 
the county agents office. 

Tordon 10K is the most effect 
pelleted herbicide. It is also a 
“restricted use perticide."’ This 
herbicide should be broadcast in the 
spring. Complete coverage is a must 
so cross wise application is 
recommended. Spot applications to 
surviving crowns should be made. 
Pines should not be planted on an 
area for seven to nine months after 
the last treatment. 

The most effective herbicide that 
can be used near desirable trees is 
Amitrol T. A wetting agent is needed 
for this herbicide. 

The landowner must be 
persistent in examining the patch 
after treatments and retreating 
where needed. It will be necessary to 
retreat an area when the initial 
spraying leaves live crowns closer 
than 20 feet apart. It is always 
necessary to spot treat resprouting 
rdot-crowns that come up over a two 
to three year period. Older kudzu 
patches, more than ten years old and 
tree-draped kudzu are harder to kill. 
The best approach for kudzu in trees 
is to cut the trees or vines before 
treatment begins. 

As always, read herbicides labels 
and do not spray when windy or 
allow herbicides to drift into 
gardens.

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SOIL TESTING 

Producing a high yield of 
peanuts, soybeans, corn, or grain 
sorghum is essential to staying in 
farming. Growers who only average 
2500 or so pounds of peanuts or 20 
bushels of soybeans are in trouble. 
Even growers with excellent yields 
are in trouble because of a lot of 
factors beyond their control. 

The most basic way to improve 
yields of row crops in Coffee County 
is to take soil samples and then 
follow recommendations made by 
the laboratory. Years of research 
have shown that the right pH is just 
as important as using the right 
amount of nitrogen, phosphorus, and 
potash. Of course, all are important, 
but liming the soil and bringing it up 
to the correct pH is very important. 

Be sure to get this job done early 
in the fall and apply lime if 
necessary. Supplies are available at 
several different places. 
SEEDLINGS 

Landowners who want to plant 
several thousand pine trees or 
Christmas trees should place orders 
directly with the Alabama Forestry 
Commission. Their address is 513 
Madison Avenue, Montgomery, 
Alabama, 36130. Place your order as 
soon as you can so that you will be 
assured of delivery. 

Species available this year 
include Loblolly-Improved, Slash- 
Improved, Longleaf, and Virginia 
(Christmas tree) pines. Hargwoods 
available include dogwood, 
sycamore, sweetgum, white oak, 
water oak, and Lespedeza Bicolor. 

We will have some Virginia pines 
and Loblolly and Slash pines for 
those who want to get a few trees to 
plant in the yard and on the borders, 
If you want to plant a few of any of 
these, call 894-5596 and we will put 
your name on our list to receive the 
seedlings. The trees will come 
probably in late December or early 
January. Remember, if you are 
ordering a large number of trees, go 
ahead and send your order directly to 
the Forestry Commission in 
Montgomery. 

FOUNDATION SEED 

A few Coffee County farmers 
plant foundation seed of wheat, rye, 
or oats. These seed are grown under 


the supervision of Dr. Bob Burdett of 
the Alabama Crop Improvement 
Association at Auburn. 

This year foundation seed of 
Florida 301 wheat is available at $10 
a bushel. Foundation Wren's 
Abruzzi rye is $12 a bushel, and 
Florida 501 oats are $6 a bushel. 

If you are interested in getting 
some of these foundation seed, 
contact me at the Extension office in 
New Brockton or contact Dr.

Plant Winter 
Cover Crops

Winter cover crops can be 
planted that have many benefits. 
One of the main benefits is 
protection from soil and wind 
erosion. Land that is left bare after 
peanuts are harvested and the hay is 
baled is subject to severe wind and 
water erosion. This acreage in Coffee 
County is significant due to our large 
peanut crop. 

Winter cover crops prove very 
valuable also in improving soil 
compaction, soil structure, organic 
matter and water infiltration rates. 
Winter cover crops such as small 
grains (rye, wheat, oats), clovers or 
vetches can be planted. The clovers 
and vetches are legumes and fix 
nitrogen that will be beneficial to the 
crop planted next. 

Seeding may be done on a well 
prepared seedbed or no-tilled into a 
nondisturbed seedbed using a no-till 
drill. If the cover is no-tilled the 
seeding rate needs to be increased 
10)15 percent to get a good stand. 
The Coffee County Soil and Water 
Conservation District has a_ no-till 
drill (Haybuster) that is available for 
lease to landowners who wish to 
no-till their winter cover crops, If you 
are interested in using it call our 
office at 894-6332 for further 
information,

IS IT ONLY A GAME? 

A young boy who had played his 
heart out sat vroken-hearted and 
brooding over the loss of the football 
game. His mother sought to console 
him by saying that he should not let 
it upset him so. . . after all, it was 
only a game. 

Many people act as if life were 
only a game. They play at life as if it 
did not count, as if it were only a 
practice for the real thing that has 
not yetcome. But life is not a game - 
it is dead serious business, and this 
is our chance. If we lose this, that’s 
all there is. 

The apostle Paul, in writing to 
the Ephesians, enumerates the steps 
to Christian maturity. He says that 
God gave us gifts for the perfecting 
of the saints. We are to grow in the 
unity of the faith and in the 
knowledge of the Son of God. 

How much are we to grow? How 
much knowledge are we to acquire? 
According to Paul, we are to grow 
until we measure up to the statue of 
Christ. Until we gain this, we are as 
children tossed and carried about 
with every kind of doctrine. 

It is so easy to get discouraged or 
“‘side-tracked’’ in our Christian 
growth. God does not want us to be 
immature, half-grown Christians -- 
He wants us to become saints. This 
is to say that God wants us to become 
tops in the business of living. 

It is not easy to become “‘tops”’ ir 
the field of any job or profession. To 
be the best takes work, dedication 
and practice. This is why we have so 
many immature, mediocre and 
anemic Christians. We aren't 
willing to ‘‘measure up’’. 

As we observe people striving for 
their goals in life, we are sometimes 

envious of them. Many a young boy 
has longingly followed the steps of 
an outstanding athlete. He makes 
most valuable player in high school, 
gets a scholarship to a name college. 
There he makes all-conference and is 
then selected All-American. He is 
then drafted by an outstanding pro 
team, and then makes all-pro. This 
sounds so dreamy and fantastic, but 
what is there after that? It is only a 
game. 

In church we sometimes strive for 
position. Many a person has sought 


office, and many others have been 
envious of those who have held many 
offices in church, but if we hold 
every office in the church, what have 
we gained? Some who never hold 
important offices grow into the 
fullness and maturity in Christ. They 
become saints, and this is what 
really counts. 

In life our gains or wins are 
someone's losses. One team wins, 
the other team has to lose. Our joys 
are often someone’s hurt. The job 
WE got, someone didn’t get. The 
bargain WE bought, someone else 
missed. The girl WE married was 
someone else's loss. 

This happens in just about every 
facet of life, but to become a saint 
doesn't diminish what someone else 
can have . our gain here is not 


some other person's loss. “| 


John Wesley, the founder of 
Methodism, strived for sanctifica- 
tion. He never told anyone he had 
been sanctified, but he kept working 
for it. He kept telling his preachers 
that they should strive to become 
perfect in love. What did he mean? 
He meant we should strive to 
become ‘‘tops’’ in the field, to love in 
such a way that it would be noticed 
and desired by others. 

A violin prodigy was on his way 
to give a concert at Carnegie Hall. 
He lost his directions and stopped to 
ask a “‘hippy’’, ‘“‘How do I get to 
Carnegie Hal¥?"’ ‘‘Practice, man, 
practice,’’ was the reply. To become 
saints, we must practice . . practice 
becoming like our Lord. And what 
we give our minds to, we become. 

Yes, becoming and living as a 

‘Christian is a continuing and a 
serious business. It is certainly not a 
game for play. 

Real Christians and saints gather 
at the Lord’s house on the Lord’s 
Day. Whether you are a saint, are 
becoming a saint, or desire to be a 
saint, the Lord's church is the place 
for you. Let's find our way to some 
church this Sunday and get on with 
the serious business of being the 
kind of person we know in our hearts 
we should be.

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Boys In Home Ec And 


Girls In Ag.

Sixty-eight out of 127 students in 
home economics are boys, and 36 
out of 102 students in agri-business 
are girls this year 

In the past, very few boys have 
been enrolled in home ec, and few 
girls have taken ag. The average 
number of boys in home ec has been 
from two to three per class. The 
number of girls taking ag this year is 
six times greater than it was two 
years ago and five and one-half times 
greater than it was last year. 

This year is Mrs. Elsie Hilton's 
fourth year as home ec teacher and 
Harold Stewart's fifth year as agri- 
business instructor. Never have their 
classes been so assorted. 

There are more boys in this 
year’s total home ec enrollment 
than there are girls. This is some- 


thine very different for Mrs. Hilton. 


As she plans this year’s classes, she 
finds herself putting more emphasis 
on the study of values, communica- 
tions, decision making, and the use 
of all resources more widely. 

It is Mrs. Hilton’s desire to 
develop a greater appreciation for 
the family as a basic unit of society 
and to help the boys to realize their 
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responsibility in making the family 
strong. In her child development 
unit, she will emphasize how 


important fathers are (as well as 


mothers) in the development of their 
children. 

Says Mrs. Hilton, “I see the 
changes in home economics as very 
challenging, and I believe we will see 
more commitment to families. I hope 
they (the students) put a lot of 
emphasis on selecting that right 
mate. That is so important for their 
future." 

The large number of girls in ag 
won't really affect the regular course 
of study. Studies of hvestock, crops, 
carpentry, electricity, and other 
subjects are covered in the class- 
room. All students are given a grade 
for keeping a recordbook of agri- 
cultural-related projects. 

In addition to classroom study, ag 
students build projects in the shop. 
Gunracks, book shelves, clocks, 
swings, lawn furniture, kerosene 
lamp holders, and book ends are a 
few of the items made. 

The female students may choose 
to make such articles as jewelry 
holders, book ends, and clocks for 
their rooms.

The Brantley Bulldogs got in the 
win column Friday night by posting 
an exciting 20-14 win over the Dozier 
Tigers. in a game played before a 
packed stadium in Brantley.

The second and the iast of the 
1984 Democratic primaries was held 
Tuesday in Alabama, but it was an 
inconvenience to very few, if any. of 
the registered voters in Coffee 
County. 

Only about 6.000 people bothered 
to cast their ballots this time around. 
a slight drop from a poor showing 
three weeks ago. There were only 
four races to vote on county-wide, 
and they apparently failed to create 
enough interest to motivate a 
majority of the local citizens. 

Elba voters had the added 
incentive of a runoff in the con- 
stable’s race. but could generate less 
than 1,000 votes. Enterprise voters 
got orf to a slow start Tuesday 


morning. but wound up the day with 
almost 2400 votes cast. While this 
was considerably more than in Elba. 
it was down drastically from the 
recent Enterprise municipal election 
that generated 4100 votes from a 
potential of 10,000 registered voters 

Winners Tuesday. with the 
exception of Second District Con- 
pressional candidate Larry Lee, face 
no opposition in November which 
means they will take office in 
January as the duly elected officials 
for the next four years. 

A number of new faces will be 
present on the Coffee County 
Commission, with one newcomer 
winning in the first primary and 
three others winning a seat this 


veek. Actually. only Billy Eagerton 
in District 2 won re-election over stiff 
pposition. while Eugene Bradley in 
District 4 didn't draw anv formal 
opposition 

James E. (Jimmy) Bryan Jr. won 
the District | seat from Gilmer Grant 
who has served two terms in office 
Bryan led a three-man race in the 
first primary and held on to that 
lead. beating Grant by a thousand- 
and-one votes (3440 to 2439). 

Billy Paul Owens came from 
behind to defeat incumbent Rex 
Boutwell in the District 3 race 
Boutwell had led the four-man race 
coming out of the first primary, with 
some 35-36 percent of the votes cast, 
but Owens managed to overcome the 


City Employees Get 5% Pay Raise 


The Elba City Council held its 
final meeting prior to the end of the 
fiscal year on Tuesday night of this 
week. It was also the final meeting 
of the current administration; 
however, only two new faces will be 
on the council next Monday when 
formal swearing-in ceremonies are 
scheduled. City Clerk Jack Prescott 
defeated incumbent Charles Kennett 
and Mrs. Gladys Yelverton defeated 
incumbent Sonny Inman during 
the recent election.

Commerce. The action will qualify 
the city to request official desig- 
nation and thus downtown mer- 
chants would have available low 
interest loans to remodel and reno- 
vate their buildings. The Chamber 
has been working on this project for 
about a year.
